A 34-vtar-oid Minneapolis roan, who 
was a dun Scoot leader, eoaehed youth 
sports and was praised by neighbors lor 
his friendliness to children, was charged 
Mooday with criminal sexual conduct in- 
volving juveniles. 

A suitcase (tiled with pornographic pho- 
tographs ol young boys, pictures of the 
man peHormlng sex acta with youths, a 
two-way mirror In the bathroom and pen** 
al paraphernalia were found in the home 
of Michael Jerome Stacbowski 1037 24th 
Ave S.E.. Minneapolis, according to Police 
Sgl. Phil Btshman and to a complaint filed 
in Hennepin County District Court Wednes- 
day. 

Stacbowski was charged with having 
sexual relations with two 15 year-old boys 
on at least three separate occasions. 

MINNEAPOLIS POLICE beg an invest** 
gating Stacbowski last Friday after a par* 
em called police to say that bis 12-year-old 
son had been asked by Stacbowski to view 
pornographic films. 



• Tbe parent * questioned other boys in the 
neighborhood and found that several boys 
had been staying over there on weekends 
and thai possibly sex act* were going on Id 
tbe defendant's borne/' according to the 
complaint. 

Police immediately began Interviewing 
youths who knew Stacbowski and obtained 
a warrant to search bis home. Btshman 
said Police searched the bouse Monday 
and took tbe photographs, films and para- 
phernalia as evidence. Stacbowski, who 
manages Moen Photo Service, 2220 Cen- 
tral Ave. RE.. Minneapolis, was arrested 
Monday and is being held in the Hennepin 
Count}' Jail 

Stacbowski. who lived alone, allegedly 
offered money for nude photographs, 
showed the boys pornographic literature 
and transported boys In a van to his home, 
according to the application for a search 
warrant. Stacbowski would meet young 
boys through other youths he had befriend- 
ed! the application said. 

Suchowksi has no previous criminal 
record. Bushman said. The investigation is

Neighbors praised Stacbowski before 
bearing about the arrest and tbore that had 
beard were astonished. 



*M'm totally shocked/' said a Minneapo- 
lis man who knew Stacbowski through his 
baseball coaching of 12- aod 13-vear-old 
boys. "J've known the guv lor a long time 
Everything seemed to be OK." 

"He seems to be working with children a 
lot." one neighbor said, before learning of 
the arrest. "He has lots of electronic 
games and keeps tbe kids entertained 1 
give him credit for that." 

"He's a good neighbor/' another woman 
said, "He's very active «itb voungsters in 
snorts." 

Another neighbor called him "a nice 
guy" who golls. owns a home and has 
youths around his bouse. 

Last week, a 33-vear-old Minneapolis 
teacher was being sought on charges of 
first -degree criminal sexual conduct and 
promoting minors to engage in obscene 
acts. 

Terrill Allen Hanson, s South High 
School teacher, and another man were 
accused of producing pornographic photos, 
films and video tapes of boys 12 to 16 
years old and using boys as homosexual 
prostitutes.
